Drawings 



1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) because 
reference characters "72" (Fig. 2) and "118" (Fig. 23) have both been used to designate the tabs. 
The above is just one example of such error as Figs. 23-27 are replete with reference characters 
different than the reference characters for the corresponding (same) elements in Figs. 1-22. 

2. A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 



3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

4. On page 6, line 1, both the dome and the three folds are referenced as "44". 

5. The specification is replete with grammatical errors. For example, in the abstract, line 1, 
"having" should be changed to -has—; abstract, line 6 - "cover" should be changed to 
-covered-. The applicant is urged to carefully proofread the entire specification to correct all 
grammatical errors. 

6. The applicant is reminded upon amending the drawings to clarify the reference numerals, 
the specification should also be amended accordingly. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 13, 18, and 20 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 13, 
line 9 - after "panel" insert claim 13, line 23 - change "section" to -sections-; claim 13, 



Specification 
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line 26 - after "having" insert -a-; claim 18, line 1 - change "section" to -sections-; and claim 
20, line 6 - change "section" to -sections-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

8. Claims 8, 14, 18, and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

9. Regarding claim 8, it is unclear which elements of the invention form the end walls of the 
lid. 

10. In claim 14, line 2, the phrase "the front wall panel" lacks antecedent basis. 

11. In claim 18, the phrase "the trapezoidal section of the tray cut-out create a tray having an 
angled back wall" is inaccurate as the trapezoidal sections of the tray cut-out do not create a tray. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

12. Claims 1-7, 9-13, 15-17, and 20 are allowed. 

13. Claims 8, 14, 18, and 19 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

14. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Pascus, Thomas, and Stoltz disclose similar "caskets".
